1 found the 
growing conditions fine but w ith a 
few killing fro»'.s in some location» 
and a cold spell on our heels After 
the frost we had a rainy season and 
any native of Florida will tell you 
th at heavy rains at that time of the 
vear are unusual. Ju st the same, 
that doesn't make m uch difference 
because the price of produce is ¡nich 
that after shipping and commission 
charges are pa.d they have little 
left, 
Mr H. Gregor, who lives in Pum a 
Gorda. told me th at he shipped 900 
boxes of oranges and when he got 
the expense slip he found he was 
allowed 30 cents a box. It is the sam e 
w ith vegetables. 
The fish industry of the south has 
been hard hit. Mr. G regor told me 
th at the P u n ta G orda Fish C o. of 
which he is a m em ber, has not been 
able to m ake expenses this reason 
but a;- long as the state' natives 
have their fish, grist and palm etto 
cabbage they won't starve. 
Nothing 
but 
the 
cold w eather 
bothers its natives and about 50 vis­ 
itors are spending the w inter there. 
The clim ate is good and you can live 
cheaper th an in m any ether place». 
They t^ll me th a t Punta G orda is 
one of the best places for fishing, 
claim ing th at the condition of d if­ 
ferent waters is responsible for this. 
Fresh w ater comes direct from the 
Peace river. How would you like to 
land a 50-pound drum fish? It sure 
is great .-port and there is lots of 
talk about catching other types, best 
for eating.

Wood is also a Phi 
Beta Kappa. He Is a deep student of 
all sports. 
Another source of over-emphasis, 
lie believes, Is the colleges that dis­ 
regard the fact that football be­ 
longs to the players. Wood cited tho 
so-called 
progressive 
institution* 
that are always eager to expand ev­ 
ery new football idea and have, in 
the past, forced a large and unwill­ 
ing majority to follow their example. 
On this minority. Wood placed tho 
blame for the greater stress that ha* 
been laid on spring and pre-season 
practice. He considers this training 
unpleasant and unnecessary.
